"While Commerce- 
men may head the large company, 
It Is the Engineers who create the 
company." 

. To point out the creativeness of 
Engineers, the dcbator mentioned 
that ill the, memories and relics' of 
past clviilz^tions arc tho feats of 
Engineering, using for 'example thi> 
Roman -Aqueducts, the Colisscum, 
etc. "The Engineer is the one who 
builds up " the industries,- and 
creates them." ' 

Each side claimed the credit for 
building up modern civilization. 
Commerce held the view that it 
was they who built up the mercan- 
tile,' financial,' and Industrial faci- 
lities of the world. The claim that 
the Engineer Was a "walking for- 
|()ula"' was made, while the Com- 
rnercemian was jhown to have more 
of the "common touch," and to be 
more in contact witli the human 
side of the. society he had' to live 
in. "When the Commerceman 
leaves the university he is a man,

President Smitii said to us some 
time after his welcoming address 
that as far -as hie is concerned, the 
Athletic Asscolatlon has proveiiMts 
case; there is a-very,detinltc\ncbd 
for new facilities. ."If we believe 
half of what we »ay . about the 
value of - piiyslcal education," he 
salrj, ."we -mus't hâve new athletic 
facilities. IJart House was designed 
in iSll, to handle a registration ot 
im to 5,000 men.

He 
migh\ have' added that the number 
of graduates keep piling dp, and 
all of these are entitled to member- 
ship,. 

On the matter bt cbnverting the 
athletic wing into a coeducational 
student ' union, the President . was, 
quite understandably not eager, to 
be quoted. However, Dr. Smith has 
in the past gone on record as f av 
oring the idea of a' general student 
union. We received the Impression 
in the course ot the ' conversation 
that the obstacles to changing over
